Santa Ana junior college will have 
a championship tennis team this year

This is the best time Brooks has 
tupped the tall timbers this season.

Paul Jungkeit took a 
second in the broad jump with a 
jump of 22 feet 5 5-8 inches. 'Jung- 
keit should be a real broad jumper 
next year if he improves as much in 
1933 as he did this season. Brooks 
also took a fourth in the lows. 

Daneri Sets New Javelin Mark 

Jim Daneri broke another college 
record Saturday, this time in the 
javelin when he tossed the spear 178 
feet 8 1-2 inches. Daneri has bettered 
this mark in practice, and at Berkeley 
he threw the pointed stick 180 feet, 
5 inches, but there was some ques- 
tion as to whether that heave would 
count as a college record inasmuch 
as Jim did not win the event up north, 
“Big Jim Dan’ also took a second in 
the low hurdles, a second in the shot 
put, a third in the discus throw, and 
a nice lap in the relay to make an 
impressive total of 16 1-2 points. 

Tommy Cone through in fine style 
to win the 880 yard run in 2m. 4.88, 
a time only 3 seconds above the 
college record whcih he would easily 
broken had he been pressed during 
the race. He broke the tape a good 
50 feet in front of the rest of the 
field. Cone ran in the relay also. 
Harlan Traylor won his medal when 
he placed fourth in this race. Traylor 
has been improving every week, and 
his fine race Saturday climaxed a 
season of hard work on his part.
